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Continuation of 13. Other: Applicants request reconsideration of the nonentry of the supplemental amendment filed on September 25, 
2009 and argues that entry is appropriate pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 1 1(a)(2). Specifically, applicants state on page 2 of the request for 
reconsideration that newly added claims 202-245 in the supplemental amendment incorporate amendments that were suggested by the 
Office, address concerns raised by Examiner Yuan, and simply the issues for appeal. These arguments are not persuasive as these newly 
added claims 202-245 do not simplify the issues for appeal and were not suggested by the Office. With respect to applicants' arguments on 
pages 5-6 that the Office action should be made non-final, these arguments are unpersuasive since none of the pending claims that have 
been entered and examined overlap in scope with the previous set of claims addressed in the September 12, 2008 non-final Office action. 
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
